Dr.  William  T.  Doyle 


We,   the  Class  of   1961,   dedicate  this  yearbook  to  Dr.  William  T.  Doyle. 

At  the  same  time  that  we  joined  the  Lick-Wilmerding  Student  Body  four  years  ago,  Dr.  Doyle  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Faculty.  Since  that  time  he  has  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University 
of  California  and   has  been   named  Assistant  Dean  of  Lick-Wilmerding. 

It  has  been  Dr.  Doyle's  desire  to  help  us  become  well-informed  young  men,  and  the  example  of 
intellectual  curiosity  which  he  has  set  for  us  is  now  paramount  in  our  minds.

In  Economics,  in  our  Senior  year,  many  of  us  were  prepared  for  later  work  in  college 
through  the  summation  in  theory  of  all  we  had  previously  studied  of  history. 

But,  as  Dr.  Doyle  has  stressed  to  us,  it  is  one  thing  to  be  fed  knowledge  and  quite  another  to  use 
it.  Here  is  a  man  alive  with  "using  knowledge."  After  attending  college  and  finding  his  niche  in  life, 
he  has  not  been  content  to  stand  still;  he  seeks  to  be  an  active  part  of  our  changing  world. 

It  is  in  appreciation  of  this  opportunity  to  be  intimately  associated  with  so  erudite  and  inspiring 
a  person  that  we  are  proud  to  make  this  dedication. 
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Director's  Message 


The  challenges  of  these  times  are  matters  of  record.  Almost  daily  they  are 
so  completely  documented  in  all  forms  of  communication  that  we  are  prone 
to  think  more  in  terms  of  cataloguing  these  challenges  than  we  are  in  realiz- 
ing that  challenges  met  and  overcome  are  what  make  real  living.  The  many 
great  accomplishments  which  represent  challenges  met  do  create  other  goals, 
but  in  our  pursuit  of  these  newly  created  goals,  we  do  not  often  enough 
pause  to  praise  and  contemplate  progress  as  it  is  made. 

In  school  life  the  student  is  pointed  continually  toward  his  future.  He  is 
informed  daily  of  the  multiplicity  of  obstacles  which  he  must  encounter  and 
prepare  to  overcome.  There  are  momentary  pauses  and  some  commenda- 
tions offered  when  examination  and  report  card  grades  are  announced,  but 
usually  with  an  almost  breathless  haste  we  express  concern  about  the  next 
test,  the  next  report  card  grade.  We  are  so  concerned  with  the  up-coming 
challenge  that  we  but  scan  the  measured  success  which  has  been  achieved 
at  any  present  moment.  We  do  post  in  one  or  another  usual,  accepted  form 
our  acknowledgments  of  achievements,  but  we  do  not  often  enough  nor 
long  enough  pause  to  share  with  the  students  our  mutual  pleasure  and 
appreciation  for  what  has  been  done.  Instead  we  plunge  head-long  into  the 
maze  of  future  needs  for  progress  in  learning  and,  in  so  doing,  bypass  the 
vital  human  need  we  all  share  for  some  plateau  living.  We  can  better  scale 
the  next  heights  if  we  are  allowed  the  privilege  of  getting  a  second  breath. 
We  too  often  push  near  collapse  instead  of  moving  with  intelligently  paced 
planning  toward  the  greater  peaks  which  demand  our  best  efforts  if  they 
are  to  be  scaled.  We  are  not  suggesting  holidays  on  plateau  areas.  We  are 
suggesting  that  success  can  come  more  effectively  and  often  more  quickly 
if  we   permit  ourselves   time  to  savor  the  significance  of  each   forward   step. 

One  of  the  few  remaining  opportunities  schools  possess  which  can  be 
used  to  meet  the  introspective  need  we  all  have  is  the  high  school  yearbook. 
Annually  our  students  and  teachers  work  together  to  bring  forth  for  them- 
selves and  posterity  a  report  of  accomplishments  and  activities  through 
which  these  have  been  made  possible.  The  1961  Tiger  does  this  significant 
job  well.  It  not  only  reports  what  Lick-Wilmerding  students  have  done,  it 
also  indicates  how  and,  sometimes  subtly,  sometimes  directly,  tells  you  why. 
The  "why"  emerges  always  from  the  fact  that  these  are  capable,  well- 
directed  young  men.  Why  they  achieve  is  due  in  part  to  their  capabilities 
and  in  part  to  their  direction.  The  result  demonstrates  their  willingness  to  use 
these  abilities  and  sharpen  them  into  skills.  Their  yearbook  is  an  excellent 
example  of  this  merging  and  speaks  distinctly  and  pertinently  for  them.  We 
are  proud  of  our  students  and  are  continually  challenged  to  offer  the 
direction   they  demand  and   deserve. 
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Class  of  '61 


Four  short  years  ago  we,  the  present  Senior  Class,  emerged  from  the  "dark  ages"  of  grammar  school.  We  had 
over  70  members  in  1957  and,  like  all  Freshman  classes,  were  on  the  short  end  of  all  the  abuses  heaped  on  us  by 
relentless  Upperclassmen.  The  big  load  of  homework  caught  some  of  us  by  surprise  as  we  sampled  our  first  high 
school  courses;  we  had  four  solids  and  little  time  left  for  loafing.  Our  aching  fingers  reminded  us  of  our  lowly  status 
when  we  scribbled  plates  for  Sketching  and  gathered  reproductions  for  Art.  We  turned  out  "thousands"  of  useless 
drawers  in  Woodshop  and  miscellaneous  metal  shavings  in  Metal  Shop. 

The  Sophomore  year  brought  our  second  year  of  a  foreign  language,  the  second  PROG  presentation,  and  the 
second  Tiger  Fair.  Also  the  Class  of  '61  first  established  a  reputation  for  fine  athletes  when  it  trounced  all  other  classes 
in  intramural  competition. 

As  Juniors  we  waded  through  PSAT  exams,  Merit  Scholarship  Tests  and,  for  most  of  us,  six  solids.  Although  we 
had  finally  attained  the  rank  of  "Upperclassmen,"  the  honor  was  partially  empty  because,  to  our  chagrin,  the  Smok- 
ing Room  door  had  been  closed  for  good.  But  then,  through  due  process  of  promotion,  we  became  Seniors. 

College  Board  preparation  dominated  our  English  classes  and  the  Art  class  invaded  the  Metal  Shop,  with  disas- 
trous results  for  Mr.  Pratt.  Our  Class  of  '61,  now  a  trim  fifty-five  members,  produced  two  Merit  Finalists  and,  as  a 
group,  placed  near  the  top  in  national  College  Board  averages.  During  our  last  year  here  at  Lick  several  things  served 
to  bring  "notoriety"  to  the  Senior  Class;  some  of  these  are   better  known  than  others. 

The  replica  of  the  Lick-Wilmerding  Axe,  which  was  so  lovingly  donated  to  the  Student  Body  by  the  Class  of  '60, 
was  "rededicated"  by  the  Class  of  '61  (and  then  swiped  by  the  Class  of  '62).  A  Civics  class  composed  entirely  of 
Seniors  sang  The  Star  Spangled  Banner  while  the  Dean  conducted.  The  celebrated  Little  Group  dissolved  in  Mrs.  Un- 
garetti's  morning  coffee.  The  Seniors  signed  over  Paul  Gray's  Secretary-Treasurer's  pad  to  the  Class  of  '61.  The  prob- 
lem of  the  Smoking  Room  was  finally  solved  when  Seniors  policed  lunchtime  smoking  and  also  founded  the  B.S.S.S. 
(Before  School  Smoking  Society). 

Without  being  ultra,  ultra  cool  or  ridiculously  individualistic,  the  Class  of  '61  has  managed  to  distinguish  itself  both 
collectively  and  individually. 

"COOL"  is  the  word  for  Bill  Bacon's  cool  MG,  Kit  Latham's  cool  "transformation,"  Nift  Wronsky's  cool  shoes,  and 
Rosie  Gantner's  guitar. 

"NICE"  is  the  word  for  Dick  Johnson's  nice  nature,  Larry  Smith's  nice  talk,  Hugh  Wallenfels'  nice  girl,  and  Lee 
Guth's  nice  looks. 

Our  class  has  had  its  share  of  color.  There  are  Rob  Brunig's  red  T-Bird  and  also  Tom  Meyer's  red  complexion. 
Eye-dazzling  shades  marked  the  fierce  Western  shirt  rivalry  between  John  Pascoe  and  Mike  Rice.  Unforgettable  mo- 
ments include  the  Virility  Contest,  Rube  Tyrer  and  "Bumpkin"  Fred  Madden,  Lloyd  Ackerman's  last  stand  at  the  Block 
L-W  party,  the  hot  words  and  cold  food  at  the  lunch  table  when  John  Lermen  and  Mike  Gallis  carried  on  a  "great 
debate,"  and  the  spectacle  made  by  Lee  Berman's  bananas  and  yogurt. 

Long  to  be  remembered  is  the  latent  originality  which  gave  us  Leonardo  da  Barone's  art  work  or  the  "entertain- 
ment" at  Joe  Osterloh's  Council  Meetings.

The  Lick-Wilmerding  High  School  Radio  Club  is  a  group  of  enthusiastic  "ham" 
operators.  From  their  shack,  located  in  the  Electric  Shop,  they  have  established 
two-way  contact  with  over  fourteen  different  countries  and  almost  every  state  in 
the  union.  The  club  can  operate  two  separate  stations  simultaneously,  using  the 
school  call  letters,  K6JS.  In  times  of  disaster,  the  boys  could  supply  emergency 
communications.  A  new  beam  antenna  has  helped  them  considerably,  making 
contact  possible  with  Japan  and  South  Africa.  In  the  past  year  a  kilowatt  trans- 
mitter and  a  used  military  receiver  have  been  donated  to  the  club.  Formed  only 
two  years  ago,  the  Radio  Club  is  already  one  of  the  most  popular  and  successful 
groups  at  Lick.

A  growing,  working  team  of  many  members  writes  and  edits  our 
school  newspaper,  the  Lick-Wilmerding  Cub.  Since  receiving,  in  Septem- 
ber of  1960,  a  room  of  its  own  in  which  to  work,  the  Cub  has  been  able 
to  express  more  spirited  and  informative  comments  than  ever  before.

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  with  a  hard-working,  organized 
committee,  Lick  presented  many  fine  rallies.  During  both  Fall  and 
Spring  semesters,  Chairman  Fred  Madden  led  the  planning  of  three 
types  of  rallies.  Significant  in  content  were  those  which  informed  the 
Student  Body  of  events  within  the  school  itself.  Student  nominations, 
awards  presentations,  and  faculty  messages  were  the  subjects  of  this 
type  of  rally.  The  popular  "pep"  rallies  were  scheduled  often,  es- 
pecially during  football  season.  Cheerleading  and  skits  which  poked 
fun  at  other  teams  in  our  conference  were  the  fare  at  these  abbrevi- 
ated meetings.  But  the  most  entertaining  of  all  were  the  full-length 
rallies,  which  were  often  planned  months  in  advance.  Many  talented 
students  performed  during  1960-61.  Singers,  instrumental  groups,  and 
skits  won  the  approval  of  the  audiences.  The  Glee  Club,  the  Little 
Group,  and  their  comic  counterparts,  the  Infinitesimals,  vocalized, 
while  instrumental  solos,  duets,  and  combos  eurned  high  praise.  Merit- 
ing special  mention  is  the  Prog  Quintet,  which,  besides  appearing  at 
rallies,  won  Bay  Area  fame  by  appearing  on  television  and  winning 
a  cash  prize.  The  Spring  season  was  highlighted  by  a  visit  from  the 
Dartmouth  College  Glee  Club.  This  year  has  proved  that  Lick  can  have 
fine  rallies  as  a  result  of  capable  management  and  planning.  This 
group's  job  can  well  be  an  example  to  all  future  rally  committees. 
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The  date  was  October  28,  I960;  the 
place  with  Bothin  Memorial  Hall.  Shooting 
shapes  and  brilliant  colors  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  annual  PROG  pro- 
duction. This  year  Mr.  Breger  and  the 
students  in  the  Art  Department  faced  a 
problem  unique  in  PROG's  history.  The 
show  for  1960  was  no  longer  a  novelty; 
most  of  the  700  people  in  the  audience 
had  seen  PROG  or  at  least  had  heard 
about  it.  Everyone  connected  with  the  pro- 
duction came  through,  however,  and  the 
result  was  the  most  entertaining,  polished, 
and  professional-looking  PROG  to  date.  The 
word  has  spread  about  our  novel  use  of 
shadow,  light,  and  rhythm;  several  guest 
performances  of  the  show  have  been  pre- 
sented.

received  All  Conference  honors  and  were  the 
nucleus  of  a  hard-charging  forward  wall.
